Into Canadian West 


C.P.R. Endeavor to Secure British 
Colonists for Ready-Made , 
Farms’ ati 


According to ‘Mr, J. S. Dennis, as* 
sistant to the President of the C.P.R., 
and head of that. railway’s Depart; 
ment: of Natural Resources, the flow 
of American . settlers into. Western 
Canada since the beginning of the 
war has been constant and is increas+ 
ing. He made this statement in an’ 
Swer to questions submitted to him 
by the Dominions Royal Cominission, 
sitting in Montreal to inquire into 
trade conditions of the Empire,” 

Commissioner R. Sinclair, of New’ 
Zealand, inquired if the American set- 
tlers in. Western Canada had become 
Canadian citizens in the technical 
sense of the term, and. Mr. Dennis re- 
plied that a large number of them be 
came citizens of Canada to this ex- 
tent, that they became naturalized 
Canadians, and took an_ interest in 
provincial and municipal politics, but 
they -were not concerned as other - 
Canadians were in the great struggle 
the Empire was making today. 

Mr,. Dennis'said the total land 
grants to the company were 27,787,- 
921 acres, all situated in Manitoba, . 
Saskatchewan and British Columbia. 
There have been sold to date 21,275,- 
527 acres, leaving a balance available 
for sale of 6,511,394 acres. The sale 
of the 21,000,000 acres approximately 
realized: $100,396,817. Some of -the 
land sold had come back to the com: 
pany through the failure of purchas- 
ers to pay their installments on abou! 
7,000,000. acres, 

Mr. Dennis said the C.P.R. was an: 
xious to, obtain as large a number ol 
colonists-as possible from Great Brt 
tain, and established an organization 
in. Great Britain covering 150 agencies 
in an endeavor to induce people to 
come to Western Canada. It prepar- 
ed one hundred’ “ready-made farms” - 
to start with. They cosmprised an 
area of 160 acres each, and were re- 
stricted entirely to British coloniza- 
tion, The company secured one 
hundred families from Great Britain 
to take up these farms, but it did. not 
have very much success, because it 
was unfortunate in its selection, 

Mr. Bosworth, vice-president of the - 
C.P.R., gave an outline of what his 
company had done to encourage ims 
migration to the Canadian Northwest, 
to its advertis- 
and the 
United States, and explained the com- 
pany’s system of promoting trade.

Do you know what it is to be an 
infantry officer in England? When 
the. order to charge is given the first 
man to leap over the trench ‘parapet 
into the free air is the infantry of- 
ficer—his revolver in his left hand, 
his yellow stick in his right. His 
sword is rarely used. The officer 
advances at the head of his company 
or platoon. Such is the custom of 
this Old England, where the supe- 
rior is not called chief, but leader; he 
does not command, - he’ leads.

that the average life of an infantry 
officer is five days, counting from 
the time of his arrival in the firing 
line. The figure is exaggerated,’ of 
course; but there is no doubt that the 
casualties among the infantry officers 
are much greater than among avia- 
tors; these are higher than the losses 
of the engineers, and these, again, are 
higher than those of the artillery.

Russian Cotton fee 
Textile Industry ~ 

Tendency Is to Manufacture Finer 
Grades of Goods 5 
An interesting feature in the devel- 
opment of the Russian cotton textile 
industry is the tendency. to manufac- 
ture finer grades of goods, to meet 
the constantly increasing “standard of . 
living. Millions of people in Russia 


today are beginning: to dress better, 


and to make use of such articles as 
cotton ‘handkerchiefs, collars, etc,, 
which formerly had small tise amon 
the peasantry. An investigation o 
the cotton situation in Russia, how- 


jever, does not seem to warrant the * 


conclusion that Russia will increase. 
its purchases of raw. cotton from’ the 
United States, In Tr 
tricts north of the Oxus River, there 
is a greatly ‘increased production of 
cotton. Large arcds of new country © - 
are. being opened. by itrigation, and 
the rapid extension of the Bokhata — 
tailway system, which not has a. ter- 
minus. only about 500 miles away 
from British. India, at Peshawur, has 
brought great additional tracts of cot- 
ton producing countty into easy com- 
munication with the Russian market, 
Leading authorities in the cotton 
trade in. Russia ¢stimate that. within 
about ten years Russia will not need 
to import any American cotton at all. 
Amertcan sced is being rapidly sub- 
stituted for native seed, and improved 
American machinery for ginning, etc, 
has been extensively inttoduced. It 
is believed that Russian Turkestan, 
together with the Caucasus district, 
could, if fully developed, easily pro- 
duce all the cotton that the Russian 
Empire-would require for hiawy years 


to come, notwithstanding the steady: 


increase in population,
